consent: that Captain ‘Talbot- 
Lehmann served as aeronautical 
adviser.to Marshal Chang Hsueh- 
jane: son of Marshal Chang Tso- 
in 

Sir A. Chamberiain .—So far as 
I know, no British subjects are or 
have been serving in any Chinese 
army during the present civil) 
wars. A Captain Sutton was for- 
merly employed in the Mukden 
Arsenal, but resigned his post at 
the beginning of last year. A 
Mr. Talbot-Lehmann was employ- 
ed as an instructor in‘aviation by 
Generul Chang Heuch-liang last 
year, but resigned on October 8 
last, They have both, I’ under- 
stand, left China. Such action by 
British subjects would not, I am 
‘advised, constitute an infringe. 


it is possible that it 
jmight be held to constitute an 
hina Order-in-Council, 1925, as 
hostilities certainly would. 
Messrs. Sutton and Talbot- 
Lehmann were officially warned of 
the provision in question.
